As the 
Coiniiiission is aware, Kenergy is a retail electric supplier and is a member of Big Rivers 
Electric Corporation (“Big Rivers”). 

In pending Case No. 2007-00460 Big Rivers is requesting approval of 
an environmental surcharge tariff. Keiiergy will be malting application to the coinmission 
for approval of an eiivironinental surcharge rider which will flow through to retail customers 
any credit or charge resulting from the Rig Rivers’ environmental surcharge tariff. 

ICRS 278.183 is not clear as to whether an advance notice of intent to 
file is required for a retail electric supplier.
